Chandler Receives 
1,752 Majority In 
Morgan Balloting 


Democrats Win For 
Court of Appeals & 
R’road Commission 


Henry H. Carter, Morgan coun¬ 
ty’s candidate for State Treasur¬ 
er, ran ahead of the rest of the 
Democratic ticket in Tuesday’s 
general election in Morgan county 
and polled a majority of 2,583 
votes. 

• Former Governor A. B. Chand¬ 
ler carried Morgan county over 
his Republican opponent Edwin 
R. Denney by a majority of 1,752 
votes. Chandler carried all but 
two precincts in Morgan—Blaze 
and Blairs Mills. 

Morgan’s total vote in the gov¬ 
ernor's race was— 

Chnadler (D) . 2,988 

-Denney (R) . 1,236 

Morgan’s total vote in the State 
Treasurer’s race was— 

Carter (D) . 3.306 

Steely (R) . 723 

Though Chandler ran slightly 
behind the rest of the Democratic 
ticket in Morgan, his majority ot 
1.752 was more than Governor 
Wetherby’s majority of 1,692 four 
years ago. 

Atty. Jesse K Lewis, who ran 
for governor on the Free Citizens 
ticket, did not poll a vote in Mor¬ 
gan. 

Lynn B. Wells of West Liberty. 
Democrat running for State Rep¬ 
resentative in the Morgan-Wolfe 
district, polled 2.991 votes in 
Morgan although he had no op¬ 
position. 

Morgan gave Judge AstorHogg. 
a majority of 2,061 votes over 
Republican Robert B Bird In the 
race for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals The election is to fill 
out the unexpired term of Judge 
Bert T Combs who resigned the 
post when he entered the Demo¬ 
cratic primary for the guberna¬ 
torial nomination. Hogg is the 
present judge, serving by ap¬ 
pointment. 

Morgan voters approved both 
constitutional amendments. They 
voted 1.230 to 323 in favor of 
lowering the voting age in Ken¬ 
tucky to 18, and voted 686 to 679 
in favor of exemntine hotisehood 
goods from taxation. 

Walter J. Bailey (D) received 
a majority of 2,094 over Pleas W. 
Mobley (R) for Railroad Com¬ 
missioner of the Third district. 

Voting was relatively heavy 
Tuesday In Morgan, a total of 
4,328 votes being cast. This com¬ 
pares with 3,206 votes in the gov¬ 
ernor's race four years ago and 
3.372 in the governor’s race in 


Kentuckians voted former Gov¬ 
ernor A. B. Chandler and a full 
state ticket of Democratic offi¬ 
cials into office Tuesday by ma¬ 
jorities that will run upwards of 
150,000. 

Chandler’s majority had reach¬ 
ed 120,698 votes Thursday on the 
basis of returns from 3,486 of 
the state’s 4,032 precincts, and ob¬ 
servers predicted it might reach 
140,000. 

This is the biggest majority 
ever given a governor in Ken¬ 
tucky. topping the previous rec¬ 
ord of 106,000 given former Gov 
Keen Johnson in 1939. 

But if Chandler’s majority was 
record, the majorities of other 
Democratic candidates for state 
offices were even bigger. On the 
basis of returns from the same 
3.486 precincts Democrats had 
these majorities—

Amendments Carry 

Kentuckians also approved two 
amendments to the state constitu¬ 
tion. The amendment to lower 
the voting age to 18 carried 160.- 
276 to 105,354, and the amend¬ 
ment to exempt household goods 
from taxation carried 192,161 to 
62.085 

Dr ms Ahead In GOP Areas 

The Democrats showed surpris¬ 
ing strength in two races in pre¬ 
dominantly Republican areas. In 
one of the them, for the seat of 
the Court of Appeals in the 7th 
district vacated by Bert T. Combs. 
Judge Astor Hogg, incumbent 
Democrat of Harlan, piled up a 
11,733-vote lead over Robert E. 
Bird (R) of London. Hogg is 
serving on the court by appoint¬ 
ment. The vote from 645 of the 
district’s 1,064 precincts gave 
Hogg 51.107 votes to Bird’s 39,- 
374. 

The other race for Railroad 
Commissioner in the 3rd district, 
a seat usually held by a Repub¬ 
lican, showed Democrat Walter J. 
Bailey of Preston running 12.000 
votes ahead of Pleaz W. Mobley, 
Manchester Republican. The vote 
in 1,129 of the district’s 1,624 pre¬ 
cincts was: Bailey 92,411 and 
Mobley 80,427. 

Voters also gave Democrats 
wide control of the General As¬ 
sembly that meets in January. 

The whopping size of Chand¬ 
ler’s victory', and that of his run¬ 
ning mate, Harry Lee Waterfield, 
the Democratic nominee for lieu¬ 
tenant governor, has far-reaching 
implications for Kentucky’s po¬ 
litical structure. 

The dimension of the triumph 
clearly points to the elimination 
of nearly every feature of the 
eight-year control exercised bv 
U. S. Senator Earle C. Clements 
and Gov. Lawrence Wethertov. 

Party Machinery. Too 

The Chandler forces next year 
will reorganize the Democratic 
State Executive Committee. Both 
houses of the General Assembly 
will be organized for the most 
part the way Chandler wants. 

The Kentucky delegation to the 
Democratic National Convention 
next year will have the Chandler 
stamp on it. And he will be 
named the Democratic national 
committeeman for Kentucky at

The Orphanage, which was be¬ 
gun in 1926 in a log building with 
three rhlldren. now has R8 chil¬ 
dren, a grade school and high 
school, a pn.sioffice (Bethany, 
Kyv), a hospital and church and 
a 200 acre farm on which the 
children grow much of the food 
they eat. 

The post office serves 361 pat¬ 
rons and the hospital serves peo¬ 
ple over a wide area in addition 
to caring for orphans in the or¬ 
phanage. In addition the Orphan¬ 
age maintains three churches and 
provides religious services in the 
churches regularly. They are at 
Malgaa, Bethany and Pence. 

Miss Burt says, “Our aim is to 
lead all our boys and girls into 
the experience of salvation and 
then help to establish them firmly 
in the faith of Christ to the ex¬ 
tent that it will be a stronghold 
for them all along life's path¬ 
way." 

And she added, "We operate 
Bethany Orphanage through faith

FOR BOOKMOBILE STORY 
(The Courier-Journal) 

That the circulation of library books in the 
Commonwealth has practically doubled in the 
ten months since the bookmobiles started rolling 
over the highways and back roads js a miracle 
related to the one we applauded barely over a 
year ago. 

Then the citizens and industries of Kentucky 
had just finished raising $300,000. Aided by a 
sympathetic administration and an awakened 
legislature, this pulled us up from second to the 
bottom in library services to the point where we 
have 102 bookmobiles covering the state and 
where we stand at the top in traveling libraries. 
A total of 2,874,745 books have been circulated. 

The friends of Kentucky Libraries at their 
annual meeting heard not only these glowing 
facts about the past year's accomplishments, but 
were heartened by equally glowing promises for 
the future. For statements were read by A. B. 
Chandler's campaign co-chairman. Robert Hum¬ 
phreys, pledging that if Chandler were elected 
his "administration will support the program as 
now set up and ... is committed to the reten¬ 
tion of present personnel in the program." 

Mr. Chandler’s opponent, E. R. Denney, who 
had previously shown his appreciation of the book¬ 
mobile program by a generous donation to the 
Rockcastle county bookmobile, added his endorse¬ 
ment. “I am one hundred per cent for the lib¬ 
rary program." he said.

NO BOOM ON FARM 

While all is well with the general economy, 
the farm economy is r.ot booming. So states the 
monthly report of the Agricultural Economics 
Department of the University of Kentucky. On 
the contrary, lower prices for hogs and cattle, 
com and wheat have been responsible for a 2 
percent drop in recent months. The index of 
233 percent is six percent lower than a year 
earlier. A comparison of prices received and 
prices paid puts farmers in the hole something 
like 16 percent. 

Speaking to county agents at their recent con¬ 
ference at the University of Kentucky. Dean 
Frank J. Welch said farm income is down nearly 
30 percent since 1947, and that farmers’ incomes 
are only 50 percent as high as incomes of non¬ 
farmers. Farm income made up over 10 percent 
of the national income in 1947, but now makes 
up only six percent. The agents were asked to 
make an intensive study of farm problems in 
their respective counties, so they would know- 
just what the situation is, before they attempt 
to map an improvement program.

Set For Nov. 13-19

The annual 1955 state wide dia¬ 
betes detection arive, sponsored 
by the Kentucky State Medical 
.association in cooperation with 
the American Diabetes Associa¬ 
tion, will be held next week, 
Nov. 13-19. 

Carlisle Morse. M.O., Louisville, 
ctiairman of the KSMA Diabetes 
Committee, said that as part of 
the drive all KSMA have been 
asked to give free urine sugar 
tests to all persons requesting 
them. 

Dr. Morse pointed out that in 
previous years over 700 previous¬ 
ly unknown diabetics have been 
discovered as a result of the an¬ 
nual campaign The KSMA esti 
mates that 15.000 Kentuckians 
unknowingly have diabetes. 

"Ultimately the success of the 
drive depends on people asking 
for the free tests." Dr. Morse 
said. "We have the means to 
prevent suffering and death from 
diabetes, but these mean little 
unless people have themselves 
cheeked regularly The annual 
diabetes detection drive affords 
such an opportunity without cost." 

“For this reason we urge every 
person—especially those over 
iorty, those overweight, and those 
who have relatives with diabetes 
to see their physician for the free 
tests,” Dr. Morse stated

STATE MEETING OF 
FARM BUREAU SET 

Because we sell pounds rather 
than acres of tobacco, the Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau believes that 
a combination of poundage and 
acreage controls will best serve 
the purpose of limiting produc¬ 
tion, if a practical poundage basis 
is found to govern allotments. 

That is the essence of one of 
the major policy resolutions to 
be considered by the delegate- 
at the 36th annual Farm Bureau 
convention to be held at the 
Kentucky Hotel in Louisvello 
from November 13-16. 

“We believe a program embrac¬ 
ing the existing system of acre¬ 
age allotments, supplemented by 
poundage quotas, provided a pra¬ 
ctical and acceptable solution to , 
its application and admmistiati 
can be found ... is the best and 
most practical program for tob¬ 
acco growers," resolution says. 

Continued exploration and dev¬ 
elopment of all possible marrket 
outlets for both burley and dark 
tobaccos is also being urged bv . 
the Kentucky Farm Bureau 

We strongly favor the work 
being done to increase their use 
in foreign countries." the rcsolu- 1 
tion states 

The resolution approves the re¬ 
search program on tobacco to dc-1 
velop experimental varieties des-1 
igned to produce a more accept- I 
able product from the consumer's j 
standpoint. 

The resolution says, "We will ' 
work vigorously to lower both 
the federal and state tax on cig¬ 
arette and to prevent the adop¬ 
tion of a graduated tax on cig¬ 
arettes.” 

A second resolution to be con¬ 
sidered by the delegates deals 
with foreign trade. Typical of the 
reactions and the recommended 
resolutions dealing with this top¬ 
ic was the one submitted by Rob¬ 
ertson County Farm Bureau Their 
resolution says that “We should 
make use of already establishes! 
trade channels and to establish 
more chanels tr> make available 
to all needy nations all of our 
agricultural products. And that 
the State Department give more 
consideration to the American 
farmer rather than the present 
policy of giving preferential treat¬ 
ment to foteign countries." 

The resolution as drafted by 
the State Resolutions Committee 
from the Robertson county res¬ 
olutions and others from different 
countries asks that barriers stand¬ 
ing in the way developing fore¬ 
ign trade be removed 

A third resolution deals with 
the gasoline tax problem and it 
•ays. "because of the cumber¬ 
some and awkard procedures now- 
required to get state tax refunds 
on gasoline for non-highway fram 
uses, we favor the enactment of 
new legislation which would per- j 
mil farmers to get this gasoline;

Exemption of farm used gaso¬ 
line from federal taxes is also 
favored by the Farm Bureau, es¬ 
pecially since it costs farmers 
aproximately $30 million annually 
| for each cent of federal tax. 

Another resolution favors the 
enactment of right-to-work leg- 
' illation 

“We hold that the Constitution 
of the United States guarantees 
the individual the freedom to en¬ 
gage in worthwhile work and 
this freedom is not contingent up¬ 
on the paying of homage to in¬ 
dividuals or organizations,” the 
resolution states 

On the other hand, the Kent- 
i'<-ky Farm Bureau favors strict 
enforcement of the laws prohib¬ 
iting monopoly and restrictive 
practices in restraint of trade. 

“If small retailers are not ade¬ 
quately protected against unfair 
trade practices by the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act and the Federal 
Trade Commission Act. then we 
stand ready and fenxious to use 
our influence to improve these 
laws.” the resolution states. 

The Farm Bureau holds that 
“Fair Trade Acts" are in opposi¬ 
tion to one of Farm Bureau'.' 
oldest and soundest objectives, 
namely, narrowing the price sp¬ 
read between producer and con¬ 
sumer. 

The delegates to the conven¬ 
tion will vote on a resolution ap- 
proving industrial development.

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Way* To Get More 
Eggs In November 

The following suggestions for 
1 poultry raisers on how to get 
more eggs were made by the 
Poultry Section <>f the University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture and Home Economics 

1 Ho sure the lights in the lay¬ 
ing house are turned on 

2. Prevent water from freezing 
by using a warmer or by placing 
an infra-red light bulb over the 
water intake. 

3. Keep a close check on the 
amount of feed being consumed 
and frequent handling of a few 
birds to see if they are losing 
weight. If feed consumption is 
less than it has been, stir the 
feed and add a small amount of 
water to the mash to stimulate 
consumption, This should be done 
in midmorning and midafternoon 
If production has fallen, pellets 
may be fed at noon in addition 
to the moist mash; three-fourths 
of a pound of pellets for 100 hens 
is enough Do not use enough 
water to have wet mash left in 
the hopper after the birds have 
eaten for 30 minutes. 

4. Litter need not be changed 
if enough ventilation is allowed 
in the house. Do not close the 
opening In the exposed side If 
after allowing enough ventilation 
there is a tendency for the litter 
to be wet, scatter hydrated lime 
or phosphate in the litter once 
or twice each week If stirring is 
necessary, scatter grain over the 
floor once each day to encourage 
the hens to scratch
